Trash Cover and Crop Yield: If 
you notice a slight yield reduction 
following the first year of trash 
cover farming, don't become dis- 
couraged, advises G, R. Sterling, 
supervisor of soil conservation and 
weed control, Alberta department 
of agriculture. These reductions do 
oceur under certain conditions, but | 
tremendous benefits of trash cover | 
far outweigh slightly lowered yield 
at the beginning.
